oomonuni cation <lld not mark any ma 
terhtl change in situation in Peking. 

It aippwre that whatever reaprase 
are to be ntade by the powers to the 
proposition to evaluate Peking are 
expected to be difcted to the gov 
emment of Russia and not to our 
•tate depaiTtment. The Russian gov 
ernment undoubtedly will in turn no 
tify the United State.? government a.-s 
well as all tlie other povernmeiits con- 
cerned as to the nature of the re 
•poneei.

Sa-ratogj, N. Y., Sept 4.— The Re- 
publican convention waloh is to nomi- 
nate a full state ticket was coiled to 
order aoon after noon by State Ohair- 
nuiu O'Di'll, wlij is to bu uominaicd 
for governor. Ltleuleuant Governor 
Woodruff, wbo is to be renominated, 
was choosen temporary chairman by 
acr-iamatlon. 

Mr. Woodruff in opening said the 
Republican party is tae giant instru- 
ment for the attainment and mainten- 
ance of hi,",:i political ideala. The He- 
publioan pariy is more tjan the in- 
strument of Hopul)Ii.'an.s, said the 
speaker, "it is the ever-renewing hope 
of obhera. Since the Denvooracy of 
Seymour, Tilileu and Clevcliail b;'- 
oame lac pvi y of l\,;)ulistic t iii.tU- 
cism, and v.i^.ii'it's of dreanicis .Mip- 
planted the dOL'trinea of statesmen 
uie Republican party has become ti.. 
home of n.any tiins driven from the 
housc'liuid of their ancient faith. Tlicy 
don't look for us to renoun.-e Repub- 
iicanism. They don't ask us to be 
come Democrata. Nor do we insist 
that they sh.ll bcr.unc Itcpu'olican 
EiLner as allies or llcpuijiic ms \vi; 
welcome them for the country's good 
The people of this state believe in 
honest money; they believe In the pro 
tcx^tioa of Auuric.ia inoustry and la 
bor; they believe in tliu eistablislimeuL 
of the Independence of Cuba, a sound 
government in Porto Rico and the 
i'^hilipplness and the protection of onr 
pe^ple in China.

AccordioK to the record of the local 
weather observer, Aagoat waa the hot- 
test month this section haa experienced 
in many years. The temperature was 
up to 90° or above on every day in the 
month, ercept the 8rd, wben 87* waa the 
hi>;lie('t reached.
